We all shake 


hands, but we'd all be healthier it 
we stopped it." 


Germs carried by the hands may 


be the greatest cause of infiuen. 
says the "Lancet," London medical 
journal, which suggests some such1 
substitute for shaking hands as the 
military sslutc. -

People in public Ife are all victims 


of handshaking, Copeland points out 
if not actually in infection then in 
fatigue. 
DOMVXDUAlj CASES 
"Wilson's long illness was certain- 


ly partly due to the fatigue of hana- 
shaking," says one physician. "Taft 
grew thinner in office. Eoosevelt felt 
the strain in spite of his powerful 
physique. Harding now Is the most 
prominent victim of the handshake. 
Entirely aside from infection and 
fatigue, it was a handshake—con- 
cealing a gun—that Icilled McKin- 
ley."

PAYING YOUR TAXES 


I 


T'S tax time again. This trip it's tribute to 
the government for the possession of per- 


sonal property you call your o^n, You are 
assessed in an amount according to the value 
of your possessions. The exemption isn't as 
high as in (he case of income tax. You are al- 
lowed to escape tax free on only $100. You 
pay on the total of your holdings less that 
amount, in accord with the rate fixed for your 
particular city, town or township. 


Blanks are now being placed in the hands 


of owners of personal property. Unless you 
file your report before May 1, the exemption of 
$100 does not apply. The money you pay as 
tribute in the form of personal tax is employed 
in the upkeep of your government—municipal, 
township, county, state and national, including 
public schools- 


After your return is filer! with the county 


auditor, you have until June or July—accord- 
ing to action of the county commissioners— 
for the payment of the first half-tax for the 
year. In December you'll have to pay again, 
on the same basis. 


The penalty for failure is severe. In case 


you fail, refuse or neglect to list your property 
and pay as all good citizens are expected to 
pay, or make false oath concerning the amount 
of your possessions, the penalty is an addition 
of 50 per cent added to the amount you owe. 


It doesn't pay to attempt to evade the tax 


laws. The only safe plan is to make a full and 
complete return and put up the amount as- 
sessed. There 'are inequalities in the tax laws; 
there probably always will be. It is not likely 
they will ever be made perfect, or of such a 
character as to please everybody,

larger navy, cannot be stated at this time, but 
it remains a fact that our representative has 
joined the forces that assume to see no need 
or excuse for the number of men asked for by 
the President. 


The navy at present comprises 96,000 


men. It is proposed by the Harding plan to 
provide for 86,000. The plan contemplates 
cutting out a lot of "dead wood," and the as- 
sertion is made by backers of the Harding 
proposition that with a reduced number the 
navy can and will be made even more effective. 


The appropriations committee of the 


House recommended that the number of men 
for the navy be reduced to 87,000. Congress- 
man Cable has joined the forces backing this 
move, probably the first time he has opposed a 
white house request since he has been in Wash- 
ington. Members from coast states are stand- 
ing solidly for a larger navy, asserting that the 
representatives from inland states do not ap- 
preciate the danger of aggression from a for- 
eign foe on unprotected coast territory. 


In view of the fact that the original pro- 


posal is to reduce the naval force from 96,000 
to 86,000, the move on the part of the appro- 
priations committee in recommending 67,000 
may be only camouflage, to win the support 
of members for the President's program as 
against the committee, whereas a fight on the 
proposal to cut the force 10,000 is averted. 


There may be a method in Cable's posi- 


tion. He has declared for a 67,000 navy. What
